Tn the House of Commons on March.2, 
Sir Charlos Dilke asked the First Lord of 
of the Admiralty whether, when the Vic- 
forious war sont to the China Station, it 
was the belief of the Admiralty that she 
could be docked at Hongkeag; whether 
this has been found to he too dangerous ; 
what progress is being made in the execu- 
tion of the plan for the addition to the 
Hongkong Naval Yard ; snd whether the 
arrangements with the Hongkong Dock 
Cumpany for the construction of a large 
dock have fullen through, : 

Mr Goschen : There is no question as to 
the capacity of the Hongkong duck. It is 
quite capable of receiving the Pieterivus, 
though tha margin is small. Later ex- 
perience gained in docking heavy vessels 
very little inferior in size to the Victortons 
has caused the Hongkony officers to report 
that in consequence of the ozistence of o 
current acryss the entmnce to the dock at 
the very moment of high water, when it is 
necessary to dock large ships, a certain 
amount, of risk -would bo involved on ac- 
count of tho difficulty of managing the ship 
with sufficient nicety in passing her in. 
As thero are docks .is Japan which 
will take the Victorious it is not con- 
sidered desirable to run any such risk. 
Sharp's buildings and the North Barracks 
havo been acquired, thus doubling the bizo 
of the yard. The utilisation of the build- 
ings thus obtained, a8 shops, storehouses, 
&c., is proceeding under the direction of 
the emamedere, and the arrangements 
made with the Colonis1 Govenment for the 
widening of Murray-road are boing carried. 
out. No arrangemont has been concluded 
with the dock company for the construction 
of a larger dock.
